Labor Day, 1933, marks 
tieth anniversary of the establish- 
ment of the Division *of Labor Sta- 
tistics and Law Enforcement. We 
are glad of this opportunity to pub- 
licly acknowledge the splendid co- 
operation that has been extended to 
us by officials of the state and its 
political subdivisions. We are de- 
sirous also of acknowledging with

deep appreciation the numerous com- 
mendations that have been express- 
ed by employers in all parts of the 
State for the impartial enforcement 
of the state laws which protect alike 
the employer and the employe. 
The conditions that made 
sary the institution of the 


neces- 


| ot Labor Statistics and Law Enforce- 


ment, together with the enormous 
growth of California, have 
sitated a continuous expansion of the 
duties and functions of this Divis- 


neces- 


ion, which is performing an excep- 
tional public service. 
Many hundreds of thousands of 


working men and women have been | 


protected by the Division from the 
theft of their wages and from injur- 
ious working conditions. The chiil- 
dren of California have been pro- 
tected trom exploitation in industry. 
Many millions of dollars have been 
collected in wage claims for 
workers of the state. 

The magnitude of the work per- 
formed by the Division is immediate- 
ly made apparent when we remember 
that in the past two years over 72,- 
000 wage claims were dealt with 
in the several district offices, and 
that during that time over $2,000,000 
of unpaid wages were collected from 
employers, hundreds of whom were 
deliberately attempting to defraud 
their employes of their wages. Dur 
ing the past five years there has 
been collected yearly an average ot 
over $1,000,000 in unpaid wages. 

Complaints Adjusted 

The Division deals also with com- 
plaints of violation of many labor 
laws.

forty-five laws affecting labor were 
heard by the Division. 

The investigation of each com- 
plaint and the enforcement of each 
labor law required much more ef- 
fort than one would expect unless 
he made investigation of the pro- 
cedure followed. <A great deal of 
time has been consumed by the 
deputies in dealing with violations 
of the prevailing wage law of the 
state, and no little amount of 
check and _ the 
day laws. 

The enforcement of the eight-hour 
law on public works, the eight-hour 
law for female employes, the 
labor laws of the state, the law re- 
lating to sanitation and ventilation 
of factories and workshops, all re- 
quire the continuous activity of the 
entire staff of the Division. 

The Division is responsible for 
the regulation and licensing of over 
400 private employment offices scat- 
tered throughout the state. It is 
charged also with the responsibil- 
ity of employment, wages, cost of 
living and earnings of workers in 
the various industries in California. 
It issues monthly bulletins showing 
changes in the volume of employ- 
ment, payrolls and average weekly 
earnings in the manufacturing estab-

This statistical data, which is ac- } 


knowledged to be the most accurate 
information available on these sub- 
jects in California, is furnished to 
the various departments of the state 
government, as well as to chambers 
of commerce and lapor organizations 
in the state. The employment and 
payroll data gathered by the 
ion is published by the United States 
Department of Labor, the San Fran- 
cisco Federal Reserve Bank, the 
State Chamber of Commerce, the 
San Francisco Chamber of Commerce 


and many other business organiza- 
tions.

At a meeting of the New York 
City Central Labor Union held on 
May 8, 1882, McGuire stressed the 
propriety of setting aside one day 
in the year as a general holiday for 
the working people. He suggested | 
that it be called Labor Day. 

The Central Labor Union adopted 
the idea and organized a Labor Day | 
parade and festival on the first 
Monday in September, 1882. 

The 1884 convention of the 
American Federation of Labor en- 
dorsed the proposal for a national 
Labor Day holiday by unanimously 
adopting the following resolution in- 
troduced by A. ©, Cameron, a dele- 
from the Chicago Trades and 
Labor Alliance: 

“Resolved, That the first Monday 
in September each year be 
apart as a laborers’ national holiday, 
and that we recommend its observ- 
ance by all wage workers, irrespec 
tive of sex, calling, or nationality.” 

Organized Labor carried on its} 
demand for Labor Day so effectively 
that soon many municipal councils 
State legislatures made it a 
legal holiday.

Shortly after the Fifty-third Con-| 
gress convened in 18938, Senator 
Kyle of South Dakota, | 
Representative Amos J, Cummings} 
of New York, and Representative

The Cummings bill was reported 
favorably by the House Committee 
on Labor, of which Lawrence E. 
McGann of Illinois was chairman. 
The committee did not report the 
De Forest bill. 

The Kyle bill was reported fa- 
vorably by the Senate Committee 
on Education and Labor, of which 


Senator Kyle was chairman. Follow 
ing is the text of the Kyle bill: 

“A Bill Making Labor Day a 
Legal Holiday.—- Be it enacted by 
the Senate and House of Renpresen- 
tatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That 


the first Monday in September in 
each year, being the day celebrated |} 
and known as labor’s holiday, is 
hereby made a legal public holiday, 
in the same manner as Christmas, 
the Ist day of January, the 22nd) 
day of February, the 30th day of} 
May, and the 4th day of July are 
now by law public holidays.’’ 

The Senate passed the Kyle bill 
on June 24, 1894, the House passed 
it on June 26, in place of the Cum- 
mings bill, and President Cleveland 
signed it on June 28. 

In his annual report to the 1894 
convention of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, Samuel Gompers, | 
president of the federation, an- 
}nounced Labor’s victory with the 
following brief statement 

“National Labor Day It affords 
me pleasure to be able to report 
that the demand made by the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor for mak- 
ing the first Monday in September 
of each year a legal holiday passed 
Congress and was made a law on 
June 28, 1894.”

Claring among other things that “it 
not to the interest of California 
to drive wealth out of the state.” 

The governor had evidently forgot- 
ten that 22 states have adopted an 
income tax and that not one single 
state has repealed such a tax after 
adoption because it is generally rec- 
ognized that an income the 
fairest and most equitable method 
of taxation yet devised.

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LABOR DAY MORE POPULAR NOW 


Less than two generations ago the first Labor Day was 
observed in the United States. 
with skepticism and alarm on the part of many people, while 
the members of Organized Labor, who participated in the 
first parade held in New York, as part of the first celebration, 
did so at the risk of being interrupted or stopped entirely by 
violence. But the event was not broken up by the police, 
as some expected it would be, and proved peaceful and im- 
pressive throughout the entire line of march: 

Since then Labor Day has grown in importance all over 
the land. In practically every state it is now a legal holiday. 
In every large industrial center committees are busy this 
week getting things ready for celebrations which are to take 
place next Monday. It is conceded that this is the biggest 
Labor Day ever observed in the country, for the reason that 
Labor occupies a more important position today than ever 
before. 


It was an innovation viewed 


For several years a stupendous depression has been 


sweeping industries and business enterprises of every descrip- 
tion into bankruptcy and ruin in alarming numbers and 
nearly all that remains have slowed up considerably with the 
result that fully one-third of the population find the bread- 
winners of the home out of work. The destruction of such a | 
tremendous buying power has wreaked havoc everywhere. 
The suffering of the unemployed and their dependents is in- 
describable and organized charity is collapsing in its effort 


to feed the sufferers. | 


This state of affairs has brought home to people as never 
before the indispensible part that labor plays in maintaining | 
prosperous conditions in all industries. It has always been | 
so but many people failed to realize it and looked on labor 
and its efforts for betterment with cynicism and contempt. | 
Now it has been brought home to people generally, as never 
before, that labor's part in industry and business is the most 
vital and essential factor of all and for this reason it is more 
important to provide employment for the unemployed as 
soon as possible, than to solve any other problem which con- 
fronts the nation. 


So insistent and general has this demand become that our 
Congress and the President of the United States have taken 
cognizance of it by the adoption of the National Industrial 
Recovery Act, which is an emergency measure undertaking 
to make it possible for the unemployed to get back to work, 
it is conceded that our depression cannot be dispelled until 
the unemployed get work at decent wages. 

In other words what has always been the immediate 
objective of Organized Labor, namely shorter hours of labor 
and higher pay, has now become the paramount objective of 
our government. The reason is that this is the only solution 
that has been offered which really promises to end unemploy- 
ment and create enough buying power to absorb a normal 
output of crops and manufactured products, thus making it 
possible to revive and maintain with some degree of stability 


the industrial life, the agricultural life and the business life 
of our entire country.

It is predicted by labor leaders 
that the ballot, which is to be super- 
vised by the National Labor Board, 
will result in an overwhelming re- 
pudiation of the “company union” 
idea by the workers.
